JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 12.-—Oppo- 
nents of home rule legislation for St. 
Louis showed signs of weakening to- 
day when Representative Charles M.

In fact, the Democratic leaders in the 
Senate have served emphatic notice on 
the House ‘drys’’ that if they attempt 
to repudiate the platform pledges on 
dry legislation or anything else there 
will be serious trouble. 

Gov. Major thus far has kept . his 
hands off of the legislative squabhie. 
That he will continue his present ini- 
passive attitude is not believed by either 
side. 

It is thought that the fate of impor- 
tant administration measures hinges on 
the amicable settlement of the home 
rule question.

to the Police Board former Gov. 
Hadley, to succeed John A. 
Laird. 

Brinsmade is also a member of the 
Business Men’s League, and is one of a 
group of members of that organization 
who has either withdrawn his support 
of the Bates bills or refused to support 
them. According to Robbins he has in- 
formation that several members of the 
league have resigned because the or- 
ganization took up a political question 
instead of devoting itself wholly to busi- 
ness propositions. 

Three members of the league who have 
joined the Evangelical Alliance Com- 
mittee to fight the Bates bills are Chris- 
tian Bernet, former president of the 
Merchants Exchange; R. H. Stockton, 
president of the — Manufacturing 
Co., and George Warren Brown, pres- 
ident of the Brown Shoe Co. 

Hrinsmade States Reasons. 

Brinsmade, who has tendered his res- 
ignation to Gov. Major to become ef- 
fective when his successor is appoint- 
ed and qualified, said in his letters to 
Robbins: , 

“Your favor of Feb. 1 relative to the 
home rule bills before the Legislature 
has reaehed me here, and I am sorry 
that I am not in St. Louis to assist in 
opposing the bills at Jefferson City. 

‘“T certainly believe it would be a 
great mistake for St. Louis to adopt 
home rule along the lines indicated. The 
experience of other large cities ought 
to be sufficient to indicate what guch 
a measure would mean to our city, were 
we to adopt it, and I hope that every 
possible means will be used to preveni 
its passage by the Legislature. If such 
effort is not made now, I feel sure we 
shall have great cause to regret it.”’ 


Robbins Claims Invalidity. 
Robbins said that he intended to press 


the fight against the bills, on the ground 
that they were invalid. The Legislature 
has no power to confer upon the Mayor 
ef St. Louis authority to appoint the 
Excise, Election and Police Commission- 
ers, Robbins said. 

The Mayor derives all of ‘his powers 
from the city charter, and none direct 
from the Legislature, Robbins said. Un- 
til St. Louis has declared for home rule 
by adopting charter amendments con- 
ferring upon the Mayor the power to 
appoint Police, Excise and election offi- 
cials, Robbins said, no act of the Legis- 
lature transferring appointing power 
from the Governor to,.the Mayor weuld 
be valid. 

This same view of the question was 
taken by the attorney who prepared for 
the liquor dealers’ association more than 
a year ago two home rule bills, Rob- 
bins declared. .These bills, which were 
to have been submitted through the 
initiative and referendum, but were aft- 
erwards abandoned, provided for home 
rule for St. Louis when the charter was 
properly amended. These bills fathered 
by the liquor dealers, Robbins said; were 
the first home rule measures to be pub- 
licly offered.

Five bills will be presented to the 
‘House as a means of annihilating the 
‘fincncial oligarchy that has its head- 
quarters in the office of J. P. Morgan 
& Co. 

The bills constitute the most compre- 
hensive and. exhaustive plan ever pro- 
posed .to Congress for the guidance of 
the business world. They have been 
prepared in the belief that they will 
undermine the entire fabric of the pres- 
ent system. 

Purpose of the Bills. 

The avowed purpose of the proposed 
legisiation is to destroy the community 
of interests whose existence is estab-

Morgan & Co. and from the Board of 
Governors of the Stock Exchange, when 
it was announced that they were to of- 
fer defenses, were surprised at what 
they considered the weaknesses of these 
instruments.

The manipulation of the deposits and 
surpluses, the committee found, -2sults 
in a concentration of credit; their po- 
sitions as fiscal agents under tre sys- 
tem of banking. ethics in vogue make 
tiem the final arbiters in the fliancing 
af the concerns, and it is imposs:.le for 
eny great institution to get capital or 
t. effect a bond issue withdut the as- 
| sistance of the leaders. 

The interlocking directorates, the re- 
port outlines, adds the final weight nec- 
essary to the absolute control of the 
various ‘corporations. The dominant 
group is thereby enabled to use the 
funds and property of the banks, trust 
companies, corporations, railroads and 
other concerns in the leading money cen- 
ters, the report will state, to control 
the security and commodity rates, to 
regulate the interest rates for money, to 
create and avert panics and dominate 
the New York Stock Exchange and the 
various clearing house associations. 

In order to shatter this remarkable 
control, the committee will report, it 
will be necessary. to go to the basis of 
the .business system and to carefully 
divorce every class of business. In do- 
ing this, the bills proposed are calcu- 
lated to leave intact in the hands of the 
great owners of property all that be- 
longs to them, but to femove from their 
control the properties of others which 
they are now capable of manipulating. 

The New York Clearing House is bit- 
terly condemned and remedial changes 
advised, notably the incorporation of the 
concern and the forced admittance of 
eny solvent bank to membership. 
~With the Clearing House associations 
freed from control of outside influences, 
the committee proposes to segregate the 
national banks. The plan to free them 
from outside entanglements rests upon a

CHARLESTON, W. Va., Feb. 12.— 
With marked money in their pockets, 
alleged to be the price of their votes 
in the United States senatorial contest, 
four members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives and one member of the Sen- 
ate of West Virginia were arrested in 
a hotel by Sheriff Bonner Hill, in the 
presence of the Public Prosecutor, 
Thomas C. Townsend. They were taken 
before Justice of the Peace C. W. Der- 
ing, where each waived a hearing and 
was held in $5000 bonds. 

The accused are Representatives U. S. 


_|G. Rhodes, Dr. R. F. Asbury, David E. 


Hill, Rath Duff and Senator B. A. 
Smith. 

Ever since the Legislature assembled 
there have been rumors money was be- 
ing used to influence members in the 
interest of some one of the senatoria) 
candidates, but the stories were not 
supported by tangible evidence and the 
entire matter was passed as an ordinary 
feature of a hard-fought political battle. 


Plan of the Voting. 

Recently, however, Rhodes is alleged 
to have said, according to the Prose- 
cutor, that for something over $50,00 
he could change six votes in the House. 
Acting on this report, it is stated, Pros- 
ecutor Townsend summoned several de- 
tectives. They had been in Charleston, 
watching the senatorial 
weeks, and were in close touch witn 
the situation. 

Details of their operations were not 
made public, but after the arrests, it 
is said, arrangements had been made 
for the change in voting this week. It 
was to start with a vote or two, the 
first day, followed by other changes un- 
til the necessary number had been se- 
cured. 

Part of the program was carried out, 
it is alleged, and a day was arranged as 
“pay day.’” The men were called to a 
hotel, and there paid in the marked 
bills, it is alleged. In an adjoining room 


Prosecutor Townsend and Sheriff Hill 


awaited the signal which was to lay 

bare the alleged bribery. They had only 

a few minutes to wait, for, the trans- 

action over, the door w opened and 

the men invited to enter, it is said. 
Men Are Arrested. 

There stood the Sheriff and Prosecutor, 
to both of whom al! the legislators were 
known. For a moment no one moved 
and then without hesitancy the Sheriff 
told the accused they were under ar- 
rest. 

Prosecutor Townsend had prepared his 
plans so that the men could be taken at 
once to the office of Justice of the 
Peace Dering, where they would be per- 
mitted to plead. They lost no time in 
summoning counsel, and within a few 
minutes after the arrest were in the 
Justice’s office. 

The city is filled with’ rumors con- 
cerning the sensational step of the pros- 
ecutor. It is reported that the men ar- 
rested were to have voted for one of the 
leading candidates for United States 
Senator and some of the votes were to 
have been delivered when the House and 
Senate, in joint session, took its sixth 
ballot, which resulted as follows.

Isaac T. Mann, 15; Davis 
Elkins, 17; A. B. White, 4; N. B. Scott, 
1; W. P. Hubbard, 9; Nathan Goff, 2; 
Gov. Glasscock, 1. 

Democrats—Watson, 45; John M. Ham- 
flton, 1;- Judge Dailey, 1; John W. 
Davis, 1. 

Prosecutor Determined. 

Rhodes, the delegate who placed Isaac 
E. Mann in nomination, is said to have 
been the game for which the prosecu- 
tor played from the beginning, and it 
was stated after the arrest that of the 
$20,000 supposed to have been paid out 
in. marked money to the legislators, he 
was said to have received $15,000.

a matter for the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals to lov« 


after. 

In those days individual riders rode 24 
hours a day—or as near that as flesh 
and blood would permit—for six days; 
robust men faded away to skeletons, 
bright, healthy minds became addled 
and maundering before five days had 
elapsed; and flesh and blood and hear* 
were taxed probably as never before in 
the history of physical competition 
among men. 

The six-day race which began here 
Tuesday, beside the old heroic cruelty 
of Madison Square Garden history, 1s 
a parlor affair. “The two-men teaims 
ride but eight hours daily and do not 
lose their standings when the contest- 
ants leave the track, provided they are 
not. out for a period longer than it 
takes ‘“‘the pack’’ to circle the track 12 
times. 

Instead of three hours’ sleep, the men 
may take as much as they please, ani 
tired nature and minds have an ample 
time to recruit their forces. With two- 
men teams competing, only four hours’ 
actual riding are necessary on the part 
of each contestant. 

Compared to the old ‘stunt,”’ this is 
mere child’s play. 

Eight Teams in Race. 

At 2:59 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
Referce Nat Butler fired a shot that 
sent eight riders, representing as many 
teams, away. The event will end at 
19:39 o’clock on next Sunday night, the 
teams riding eight hours per cay, be- 
ginning at 2:30 o'clock each afternoon. 

At the start Martin Ryan, paired with 
Frank Cavanaugh of the Irish team, 
shot to the front, closely followed by 
W. L. Mitten, teammate of Paddy He- 
hir of the Australian-American team, 
and Bob Diefenbacher, who rides with 
Walter de Mara of the Native Sons 
team, was in third position. The other 
riders were strung out on the track, but 
close behind the leaders. This order 
was maintained for a short time only, 
and then the riders began to shift about 
in various positions, but never far be- 
hind the leaders and this shifting of po- 
sitions eontinued throughout the day 
and evening. 

As the riders are at all times follow- 
ing close upon one another, the fact of 
a rider being in first position in the 
whirl about the track has no particular 
significance, except at the finish of the 
race and at the end of each day's ride, 
when the first man across the line wins 
$95 for his team, that amount being 
hung up by the management as an in- 
centive to extra effort in the last mile. 
Last night this purse was won by Ryan 
of the Irish team, in @ terrific sprint 
that landed him just ahead of Mitten 
and Diefenbacher, the latter two. rid- 
ing abreast ° 

Virst Pince the Most Trying. 

With the exception as noted above, 
first position is considered by the rid- 
ers as abotrtt the worst, as it involves 
all the pacemaking and it is estimated 
that the leader is doing about twice the 
work of those behind him. As a result, 
first position is not held for many laps 
by any one rider, and he gives way to 
someone else. Second position ts con- 
sidered the best, while last position is 
the most dangerous, 4s it is almost im- 
possible to escape going down in case 
of a “spill” out, in front. 

Of the teams competing, Hehir and Mit- 
ten of the Austraiian-American team are 
figured by the rallbirds to win, with Frank 
Cavanaugh and Martin Ryen of the Irish 
team second choice. The riders named are 
very strong and fast. with lots of experi- 
ence. However, it le too early in the race 


to predict the result with any degree of cer- 
tainty, and it is probable the teams named 
will be hard pressed throughout the race, as 
some strong teams are entered against them. 
Among the latter are Clarence Carmen and 
Harvey Wilcox of the Mormon team and 
Walter ¢e Mara and Bob Diefenbacher of

Ryan's Tire Explodes. 

In one of these sprints yesterday, which 
took place about 5 o'clock, a tire on Ryan’s 
wheel burst with a report like a pistol shot 
and Ryan was thrown heavily to the track. 
He was in fourth position at the time, and 
riders in the rear had an almost miraculous 
escape from a spill that probably would 
have crippled some of them. They swung 
high on the track, however, and passed by, 
though Cameron went clear to the top and 
struck his right pedal against one of the 
posts. He managed to right his machine 
and escape serious injury, but suffered a 
painfully bruised foot. 

All the racers are riding wheels of foreign 
manufacture, most of them being of German 
or French make, and a specially construct- 
ed tire made in France that is very smal! 
and about 10 ounces lighter than the ordi- 
nary racing tire. The riders claim that they 
are conducive to greater speed and that they 
can “‘jump’’ much faster with them. 

Owing to the fact that high géars are 
used, ‘‘jumping’’ is not easy. Cavanaugh, 
the largest and strongest man in the race, 
with legs of tremendous driving power, uses 
a gear ranging from 100 to 108, while the 
lowest gear is 92, used by Willle Coburn, a 
St. Louis boy, who is paired with Floyd 
Krebs as the German-American team,
